SALONICA 


Salonica wa. under rule of the 
Turks for six centuries before it came 
into the possession of the Greeks 
again, but it never became a Turkish 
city, although it contains more than 
forty mosques. More than half of the 
population consists of Jews, who prac- 
tically control all trade and commerce. 
The Jews immigrated from Spain dur. 
ing the sixteenth century and they are 
still called “Spanicls.” At the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century the 
city and thirty-six Jewish congrega- 
tions and its High School for Rabbis 
was famous throughout the IJast. 
Samuel Usque, a Jewish poet of that 
time, called the city “a mother of the 
Jews, a paradisc the like of which can 
be found nowhere in the wide world.” 

The histcrian Hadschi Khalfa_ re- 
ports that the rugs and carpets pro- 
duced by the Jewish weavers of Salon- 
ica were more famous during the 
seventeenth century than those of 
Smyrna and Persia. The Jewish mer- 
chants of the city supplied Occidental 
countries with the products of the 
Orient and sent their ships to Venice, 
Genoa, Marseilles, Spain, and even 
England and the German Hansa ports. 
Formerly the 65,000 Jews of Salonica 
lived in a ghetto, but more than 2,000 
of their houses were destroyed by fire 
in September, 1890, and they are now 
scattered all over the city. They form 
about fifty-five per cent. of the popu- 
lation. The rest of the inhabitants 
consists of twenty-five per cent.

In the past three 
centuries they have given to Turkey 
some of her greatest statesmen.

BRITISH LEADER'S RISE 


Merit Is Recognized Despite Wrong 
Tradition to the Contrary 

While the British army before the 
war had the reputation for being of- 
ficered by aristocrats, this was not 
then entirely so and it becomes still 
less of a true statement every day. 
Indeed many of the Generals were 
once privates and worked their way 
up by sheer ability. There is, for in- 
stance, Brigadier-General J. T. R. 
Wilson, who went to the Dardanelles 
as Colonel of the Fifth Battalion of 
the Royal Scots, won his Distinguish- 
ed Service Order “for initiative and 
fine powers of leadership,” and was 
promoted to the command of a bri- 
gade. Twenty-one years previously 
he joined the High Constables’ Com- 
pany of the Queen’s Edinburgh Rifles 
as a private and rose steadily until 
he commanded it.

Dominion land in Manitoba, S'agk- 
atchewan or Alborta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Donr 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agenoy® 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteador 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre.

Bath of Allegiance 


That every teacher in Alberta must 
hereafter take the oath of allegiance 
before being permitted to teach in 
provincial schools marks the t.mes as 
dectdedly peculiar, as such a step 1s 
one that has heretotore been un- 
known to Canada, Followmg 1s 4 
vopy of the letter being sere to all 
teachers in the province.: 

“Your attention is called te the 
‘following regulation : a 

“OAM teachers holding certificates 
in the province of Alberta will ke 
required to take and subseribe tho 
loath of allegiance in the form pro- 
vided under the Public Ser zie act 
(being chapter 4 of the statules of 
Alberta, 1906), before a justice of the 
‘peace, notary public, or commission- 
er for taking allidavits in this prov- 
inee, and shall forward the same to 
the department within one month 
‘after the date hereof. 

“Any teacher hereafter qualifying 
for a certificate shall be required to 
take and subscribe the oath of alle- 
giance and forward the same to the 
‘department — before such certificate 
shall be issued.’

Nberta Grown Timathy 
Seed Makes -a Hit 


Six cars of the best quality of 
timothy seed that has been on the 
Toronto market for years recently 
arrived from the Province of Alberta 
Practically all this seed is bold and 
plump in berry, bright in color, and 
remarkably free from impurities. 
Some of it, unfortunately, was con 
siderably hulled, due to over-ripeness 
before being cut and to standing too 
long in stook before being threshed. 
Farmers in the prairie provinces, 
who have land that is naturally too 
rich and too moist to mature cereal 
grains, would do well to take up the 
production of timothy seed on an ex- 
tensive scale. Six cars of timothy 
seed is a very small part of the re- 
quirements of the ‘Toronto market. 
The duty on timothy seed imported 
from the United States amounts to 
seventeen and a half per cent. If the 
prairie provinees will produce from 
five hundred to six hundred ears ol 
timothy seed per year, this will go 
far towards curtailing the importing 
into Canada of seed now grown in 
the Mississippi Valley on land valu- 
ed from $75 to $150 per acre.
